НЕ freshest momentous incident in the 
| present Soudan Expedition -- во far 
crowned with triumphant success at | 
Omdurman and Khartoum—has been the | 
prompt departure of the Sirdar up the Nile to | 
checkmate Captain Marchand at Fashoda. Mr. 
Bennet Burleigh, of the Daily Telegraph, has | 
again been our chief informant on this grave 
point. On his way back from Omdurman to | 
Cairo, Mr. Burleigh paused at Assouan to trans- | 
mit this important message home— 


| 

I interviewed the captain of the steamer Zewfikieh on | 
that vessel's arrival from Fashoda. Не handed to me | 
several repeating-rifle bullets that had been fired into his 
craft by the force which had captured that place about the 
end of August. The captain stated that he eame down in 
three days, hoisting the white flag on his arrival opposite | 
Omdurman. | | 

The captain described the flag at Fashoda, which was | 
undoubtedly the French one, and he said that if the enemy | 
had had a gun they would have sunk his ship. On getting | 
beyond the fire zone at Fashoda he landed and spoke to the | 
natives, who told him that eight Europeans and 100 | 
Senegalese soldiers, assisted by blacks (Shillooks) attacked | 
the Dervish garrison. A battle took place in the open, and | 
resulted in the death of about 100 Dervishes, and the flight | 
of the rest, numbering 150. | 

The Tewfikieh hurried down with the news for the 
Khalifa, leaving the other Dervish steamer, Safia, waiting 
half-way up the river. The Z'awfikieh is a small ùn- 
armoured craft, an ex-Thames penny steamer, plying 
above bridges. She is fitted with Messrs. Penn’s oscillating 
engines. 

Early at daybreak the 10th, 11th, and 13th Battalions of 
Soudanese, each 600 strong, paraded under Jackson Bey, 
Smith Bey, and Dorrien Bey, to be embarked for Fashoda | 
upon the gun-boats Sultan and Sheikh. Besides these, the 
force sent up included 100 men of the 1st Battalion Cameron | 
Highlanders, under Captain the Hon. Andrew Murray, 
several Maxim guns, and two batteries of Maxim-Norden- 
felt mountain guns.. Commander Colin Keppel, R.N., 
hoisted his flag upon the Sultan. 

The Sirđar, with Colonel Wingate, Captain Watson, and 
other officers, accòmpanied the flotilla. He expects to 
hoist the British and Egyptian flags in the course of this 
week at Fashoda, under all circumstances, 


Mr. Burleigh added when he reached Cairo 
that— 


The Sirdar intends to present an ultimatum demanding 
that Marchand shall quit the place forthwith. Tf the 
French open fire it will be returned instantly, апа 
Fashoda will be occupied by force. 

The name of Commander Keppcl (portrayed on 
one of our centre pages) is almost a household one, 
for this gallant officer was in command of the 
gun-bonts that smashed the Khalifa’s forts at 
Omdurman, and rendered efficient aid to the 
Sirdar on previous occasions. ‘There are, how- 
ever, few people who realise that the Commanderis 
the son of an even more distinguished person— 
the Father of the Fleet, Sir Henry Keppel. To 
Sir Henry promotion came early. In the Crimea | 
he was in command of the Naval Brigade ; in the 
China War of 1857 he played a distinguished 
part. Теп years later he was promoted to the 
command of the China squadron. Needless to 
вау, Sir Henry has followed with the closest 
attention the course of our policy in China. But 
more closely still has he followed the movements 
of the fleet of gun-boats that has been steaming | 
up the Nile. In command of that fleet is Sir | 
Henry Keppel’s only son, his only child. Of | 
such a father and son the nation may well be | 
proud.

The Guards in a Storm.

When near Nasri Island 
a severe storm arose, drenching everyone and 
imperilling the cavasses on which the troops 
were travelling. Тһе Guards, unfortunately, 
had three gayassa wrecked in this storm, con- 
taining all the mess, kit, rifles, etc., and also 
all the regimental loot, consisting of cannon, 
flags, guns, spenrs, banners, nnd other trophies 
presented to the regiment by the Sirdar.

HE QUEEN'S MEMORIAL SERVICE 
FOR THE EMPRESS OF AUSTRIA. 
Тһе Queen, with the Prince of Wales, Princess 
Henry of Battenberg, Princess Victoria of Wales, 
Princess Aribert of Anhalt, and the Prince and Princess of 
Leiningen, were present last Siturday morning at а 
Memorial Service for her deeply lamented Imperial 
Majesty the. Empress of Austria, in Crathie Parish 
Church, conducted by the Rev. 8. J. Ramsay Sibbald. 
The service commenced with the playing of the Austrian 
National Anthem, and ended with Beethoven's * Funeral 
March." The funeral of the late Empress was also 
observed in London by a Requiem Mass held in the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception, Farm Street, Berkeley 
Square, on Saturday morning, and attended by represent- 
atives of the Queen and Prince of Wales, and by the Duke 
and Duchess of York (who rejoined the Prince at Balmoral 
on Monday), Princess Christian, the Marquis and Mar- 
chioness of Lorne, and other people of mark. 


The Funeral of the Lamented Empress of 
Austria took place on Saturday last in the Capuchin 
Chureh at Vienna, amidst every sign of public sorrow. 
The German Emperor arrived in the eapital dt one o'clock, 
and th» Emperor Francis Joseph went to the railway 
terminus to meet him. The bereaved Emperor drove 
to the church with the Emperor William. Queen 
Victoria was represented by Prince Christian, and the 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg was also amongst the Royal per- 
sonages present. Тһе body was borne to the church 
in a funeral car of last-centary workmanship, used 
only on the occasion of the burial of an Emperor or 
Empress, and drawn by eight black horses. The Austrian 
Emperor, who was much affected during the service in the 
church, followed the body to the crypt where the vault is 
situate. Не knelt before the coffin, and repeatedly kissed 
the wooden shell. His Majesty, who was reported to have 

a comfortable night, on Sunday issued an order 
directinz the foundation of the Elizabeth Order and

Conferred on- Countess Sztaray, the atten- 
dant of.the Empress and the eye-witness of the fatal 
attack on her. The Emperor has also issued a manifesto 
to the nation, in whieh he eulogises his late Consort, and 
refers with gratitude to the Iove and fidelity displayed by 
the people.

“The ravages caused by this pest are the result of 
neglect on the part of the grower." This remark, made 
by a writer in the Market Gardener, bears out what I said 
on the subject a week or two ago. If we enter an ordinary 
orchard or fruit plantation, we shall find that the chief 
things ensured are a dressing of manure in the winter, 
little (if any) pruning, and that of-a very surgical nature, 
rough harvesting of the crop, and one or two annual 
weedings. Do these growers spray? Few know what it 
means. Do they keep the heads of the trees open to let in 
thesunlight? No, they do nothing of the kind. Do they 
scrape the bark, keep down the damp, mossy growth, and 
band their tree-stems with grease? No; the practice is 
foreign to them. Consequently, after this system has been 
allowed free play for years, is it strange to learn that the 


Pests which Prey upon our Fruit-Trees 


have increased by millions annually, and in some centres 
have got such а foothold in orchards that 16 almost seems 
impossible to dislodge them ? бо into the plantations and 
see the soil covered with fallen fruit. What is the cause 
of it? In many instances, in fact in most, it is due to the 
codlin moth. What with the apple-tree-borer, saw-fly, 
winter-moth, goat-moth, American blight, apple-weevil, 
and such like, it is no wonder that home-grown fruit in so 
many instances is a questionable commodity, and fruit 
culture a disappointing industry.» Yet, under proper con- 
ditions and intelligent’ and careful treatment, there would 
be no difficulty in reversing the state of things which so 
often prevails. ; 
Destruction of Ants. 

Ants can readily be got rid of by soaking a sponge in 
water and then dusting it with fine sugar. They will collect 
in myriads, and can then be suffocated, and the sponge 
renovated for future use. І have found this simple recipe of 
great use in the country.
